South Side of West 37th Avenue 
Between Vine and Balsam Streets . 

An application was received from Mr. Martin Zlotnik to re-zone 
Lots 1 - 5 of Subdivision 11, Block 17, D.L.526, being the south 
side of West 37th Avenue between Vine and Balsam Streets, from (RS-1) 
One-Family Dwelling District to (RM-3A) Multiple Dwelling District. 

The Director of Planning did not approve the application, and the 
Vancouver City Planning Commission considered the application at its 
meeting of November 5, 1975. A motion to support the Director of 
Planning' s recommendation was lost (4 to 3) . Two other motions were 
then moved, that recommended that the application be reconsidered as 
a (CD-I) Comprehensive Development District and that the application 
also be considered under the (RM-1) Multiple Dwelling District. 
Both of these motions were lost (4 to 3) . The Vancouver City 
Planning Commission could not reach a decision on application and 
recommendation of the Director of Planning. 

The Director of Planning reviewed the proposed development. 
The area is presently zoned (RS-1) One-Family Dwelling District and 
is mainly developed with single family homes. The Director of 
Planning recommended the application be not approved as it would be 
an extension of the (RM-3) area to the south, which would allow the 
development of a higher bulk and intensity of use than presently in 
the area. He is also of the opinion that the re-zoning would 
create a great deal of uncertainly and instability in what is 
presently a well-maintained single-family area. The Director of 
Planning advised that a petition containing over seven-hundred (700) 
names opposed to the development had been received by his department. 

He also advised of the outcome of a Public Information Meeting held 
by his department on Monday, January 12, 1976, in the area.

At that meeting the majority of those present were strongly against 
the proposed development. 

Mr. H. Zlotnik, representing the developers, addressed Council 
on this matter. He stated that the developers are in favour of a 
community plan for the area and indicated that, if the application 
to rezone is not approved, the-developers will retain the property 
as a long-term investment. 

The following residents of the area addressed Council. All of 
them requested that the application to re-zone be not approved and 
strongly urged no changes in re-zoning until a study had been done 
on the over-all planning of the Kerrisdale area. The majority of 
the speakers also urged that the single-family residential nature 
of the area be maintained and that Council not approve 'spot' re- 
zoning .
